The grounds 
were brilliantly lighted by locomotive head- 
lights and Chinese lanterns, which fact 
somewhat spoiled the effect of Conk- 
ling’s profession of profound surprise at 
the honor shown him. Utica  Stalwarts 
were present in force, and were distinguished 
from the multitude by bright red badges labeled 

“Conkling.” Those not wearing badges pre- 

dominated by a large majority, and embraced 

men of all political factions, women, and chil- 

dren, numbering 2,000. Lewis Lawrence, W. H. 

Comstock, and ex-Assemblymen Alien and Arm- 

strong were the most prominent Stalwarts pres- 

ent, A. B. Johoson and C. M. Dennison being 
conspicuous by their unexplained avsence. 

After music twice repeated Conkling emerged

REBELLIOUS CONVICTS. 


Additional Particulars of the Attempt- 
ed Escape ot Some Convicts at the 
Nebraska State Prison.

LINCOLN, Neb., July 11.—Additional particu- 
lars in regard to the shooting at the peuttentlary 
yesterday show chat the attempt at escape by 
the convicts principally concerned in the affair 
was premeditated, and only failed when one of 
their number nad been fatally wounded. The 
names of the convicts are dames Roals, a borse- 
thief, sentenced for three years; Charies Clark. 

a Wyoming conyict, sentenced for six years 

for mutder; ana . Charies Wilson, sen- 

tenced for one year for burg- 
lary. These three, together with sixteen 
other convicts, courprised the trusty force of the 
penitentiary, and yesterday this gang in charge 
of two guards, Stout and Hart by name, spent 
the day at work on the prison farm. At the 
usual quitting time in the eveuing Guard Hart 
ordered the gang to fallin line, and was about 
to give the word to move when the three con- 
victs named suddenly sprang upenu him, and in 
an instant be was dragged from his horse and a 
life and death struggie followed, in which Hart 
tenaciously clung to his revolver and tought the 
convicts with desperation. At this time Guards- 
man Stout, who was in advance of the gang, 
heard the excited cries of his com- 
punion and hurried to his assistance. Drawimg 
his revoiver, he ordered the three convicts to 


| throw up their hands. On their refusing toobey 


be fired at the ringieader, James Rua's, the shut 
taking effect in the left breast, falling the des- 
perado to the eurth, This act on the part of the 
guard struck terror to the convicts, 
ull of whom broke ranks. Suddenly Warden 
Nobes appeared, and by the exercise of rure 
courage quiet was restored. The Warden was 
balf a mile away on borseback when che melee 
comm enced, and it is believed had he not argived 
as he did both guards would bave been killed 
anda general escape of the convicts been the

alive, but his recovery is very douptful. 
The wound is withimtwo iches of the heart, and 
the left lung was pierved by the bullet.

Wind, 
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A Destructive Storm of Wind and Hail 
ö in Western Nebraska. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LINCOLN. Neb., July 1.—A destructive storm 
of wind and hail passed over a portion of West- 
ern Nebraska this morning. A dispatch from 
Hastings, Adams County, says that tbe damage 
in that vioinity is very great, especially to crops. 
The storm came from the west, and seemed to 
cover a territory of eighty miles long by five 
wide. Great damage to crops is reported, the 
wind and hail literally stripping the ground of 
vegetanon. The wind was terrific, amounting 
in some places almost toa hurricane. At Hast- 
ings a great many windaw-liguts were broken, a 
few houses unroofed, and trees and shrubbery 
generally demuolisbed. From Hastings east al 
the line of the Burlington & Missouri Hailroa 
the storms seem to have been general and quite 
destructive. The principal damage was done 
by bail, although the wind alone flattened many 
fields of grain. Passengers trom the west this 
ovening give very damaging reports of the 
storm, but it is likely they are much overdrawa. 
in this city and vicinity the storm was not par- 
ticularly severe, and very little damage to prop- 
erty is reported so far as ascertained. The loss 
by storm to crops is confined to a smali stretch 
ef country in Adams County. 


Portions of Kansas Again visited by a 
Terrible Wind and Rain Storm.

ATCHISON, Kas., July 11.—At 11:30 a, m. today 
a terrible wind and rain storm passed over this 
section, doing damage to barns, corn-cribs, 
trees, fences, tearing down signs, and demolish- 
ing things in general. Clouds came directly 
from the north, being a rolling tumbling, mass 
ot black vapor, Wito ends extending downward, 
licking up every object touched.

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Tur Hillsdale (Mich.) crew, whichis now 
in England as the authorized representative 
of the National Association of Amateur Vars- 
men of this country, has met with such dis- 
courteous treatment since its arrival that it 
would only be a proper vindication of its 


‘own pride to turn round and come home 


again. The English Rowing Association has 
resolved not to recognize the Hillsdales as 
amateurs, though the crew is composed of 
young men who are in active business at 
home, and has advised other clubs in En- 
gland not to accept challenges from them. 
As there is no money to be wou by the Hills- 
dales in the matches they proposed this of 
itself ought to have been a proof that they 
were amateurs. As it stands how, even 
should they row, there would be little honor 
in beating such discourteous opponents. 
They have spent their money and wasted 
their time traveling 4,000 miles to be snubbed 
by English amateurs—amateur in that coun- 
try meaning a man who is engaged in no oc- 
cupation, or a high-toned vagrant. As the 
Hillsdales have something to do and earn 
their living, association with them might 
contaminate the English oarsman. ‘“ Ama- 
teur in England seems to be synonymous 
with our word loafer.”’ 
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THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 

The bombardment of Alexandria by the 
English fleet, Admiral Seymour command- 
ing, has begun. The first shot was fired at 
7:40 yesterday morning, and the assault was 
kept up until 6:50 last evening, when firing 
was suspended forthe day. Eight of the 
heaviest of the English vessels, the Inflexi- 
bie, Temeraire, Penelope, Superb, Sultan, 
Invincible, Alexandra, and Monarch, were 
engaged in the action. As the result four of 
the Egyptian forts were blown up, and the re- 
mainder so far silenced that their fire was 
comparatively harmiess. What the loss of 
life on shore may have been is not known. 
In the fleet forty persons were wounded, but 
none were killed. The Admiral himself in 
an early dispatch says that the fire from the 
forts was weak and ineffective. This might 
have been expected, as their armaments were 
of a poor description and poorly handled as 
compared with the tremendous guns of the 
English vessels, which in reality are great 
floating iron forts with walls of immense 
thickness, manned by scientific gunners. 

It is evident enough that unless some other 
Power intervenes in behalf of Egypt the re- 
duction of Alexandria will occupy but a very 
short time. And what then? ‘The original 
demand of Admiral Seymour was for the 
surrender of the forts, and this having been 
refused they will be destroyed. Having been 
destroyed, will England then land troops and 


await the action of the conference? In any 
event it is a financial and geographical neces- 
sity that English authority shall be para- 
mountin Egypt. Without it the debt is en- 
dangered on the one hand and the Suez 
Canal; her route to India, on the other. 
Having got into action, can she well get out ? 
The authority of the Khedive must be main- 
tained, for with Arabi Bey at the head of 
affairs Egypt will be hostile to English in- 
terests. So far as the bombardment of the 
forts is concerned there does not appear to 
have been any objection on the part of the 
Powers, but should England land troops 
and occupy Egypt the situation assumes 
a different phase. It is not unlikely that 
Turkey will energetically protest against 
this bombardment as an infraction of her 
sovereign rights, but as she has declined to 
go into the conference of the Powers, and as 
Arabi Bey has persisted in his course in 
ostensible disregard of the orders of the 
Khedive and the Sultan also, the protest can 
amount to but little unless some of the other 
Powers shall intervene.

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THE AMERICAN NAVY ABROAD. 

The presence of three American vessels at 
the bombardment of Alexandria may have 
been intended to throw “the moral influ- 
ence of the United States into the scale, 
but we fear it may have quite a different re- 
sult, The Egyptians are not likely to care 
seriously for the opinions of a nation that 
has no better representatives of its strength 
than we were able to send to Alexandria. 
The, American squadron is made up of the 
Lancaster (flag-ship), the Quinnebaugh, and 
‘the Galena. They are all wooden vessels. 
The Lancaster is a second-rate screw steam- 
er carrying ten guns. Her tonnage is 2,120 
and her displacement 3,250. The Galena and 
| Quinnebaugh are screws of 910 tons and 1,900 
displacement, carrying eight guns each. The 
battery of the Lancaster is made up of old- 
fashioned 11-inch smooth-bore Dahlgrens 
converted on the Palliser system into inch 
rifles taking twenty-five pounds of powder 
for a charge and throwing 180-pound shot. 
The Galena and Quinnebaugh have only 
| smooth-bore guus.

ships should be forced into a fight with an 
ironclad the valor of officers and men could 
only avail to cause a useless sacrifice of 
lives. 

Great Britain has about twenty ironclads 
at or near Alexandria and more are on the 
way. Among them is the Inflexible, which, 
it is not an exaggeration to say, would alone 
be amatch for the entire American navy. 
The Inflexible has armor varying from six- 
teen to twenty-four inches in thickness. She 
carries four eighty-one-ton guns. The cali- 
bre of these guns is sixteen inches. The 
weight of the projectiles thrown by them 
1,700 pounds; the charge of powder 370 
pounds, and they can penetrate twenty- 
seven inehes of iron at a distance of 500 
yards. The central part of the ship, in 
which the machinery and guns are kept, is 
armored as a citadel. Its walls are forty- 
one inches thick. The parts of the ship be- 
fore and behind the citadel are merely in- 
tended to float it. There are two iron masts 
in the Inflexible, nin@ty-six and eighty-three 
feet high respectively. Her engines have 
8,000 indicated horse-power. Her displace- 
ment is 11,406 tons, and the total weight of 
her armor 3,155 tons, There are three other 
ships in the British navy almost if not quite 
as powerful as the Inflexible, but none of 
them took part in the engagement of yester- 
day. ‘The ships that did the fighting, besides 
the Inflexible, were the Superb (second- 
class), the Temeraire, Penelope, Sultan, In- 
vineible, and Monarch (third-class). The 
weakest of the third-class vessels had armor 
five to six inches in thickness and carried 
ten twelve-ton rifled guns, throwing 20- 
pound shot, and capable of penetrating ten 
inches of iron at 500 yards. The Superb was 
purchased of Turkey for 84.500, 000. The 
third-class vessels are specially designed for 
cruising and foreign service, and are very 
powerful for their size. Their displacement 
is 4,300 to 8,300 tons, and they have an indi- 
cated horse-power varying from 3,370 to 9,492, 
The poorest of them would play with the 
best of the monitors that Robeson is seeking 
to have put afloat. 

The other great Powers also had formida- 
ble ships-of-war at Alexandria, The French 
had eight ironclads, seven of which were 
first-class. The Austrians, the Italians, the 
Germans, the Russians, and the Turks were 
represented by iron vessels. Only the United 
States had wooden ships at the rendezvous. 
It was as if a soldier should come to the 
muster with a flint-lock or a sailor join an 
expedition of peril with a Roman galley, In- 
deed, a Roman galley would have been more 


appropriate for the meeting at Alexandria. 


It would be picturesque, and there would be 


some propriety in having such a vessel in 


that particular harbor. 

The United States ought to have at least 
the foundation of a navy. It should be able 
to send ships abroad to represent the Nation 
which will not be a laughing-stock. It has 
men and money with which to make the 
finest navy in the world if it sees fit. The 
late Peruvian experience ought to be a warn- 
ing that a navy may unexpectedly have 
a great utility, and that the United States 
cannot afford to be at the mercy of fourth- 
rate South American Powers on the high 
seas. Undoubtedly a wise and judicious plan 
for the construction of a number of fast steel 
cruisers would be approved by the country, 
and if Mr. Robeson can be induced to relax 
his death-like grip on our navy weshall hope 
to see some such plan speedily put into ex- 
ecution. 

JUSTICE—SIMPLE JUSTICE. 

It is a thankless task to moralize about 
events which make an unpleasant impres- 
sion upon the community. Especially is it 
esteemed cruel to reflect severely upon the 
character of the man who has paid the. pen- 
alty of folly with his life. “The grave,“ 
says Washington Irving, “buries every error 
—covers every defect—extinguislies every 
resentment. From its peaceful bosom spring 
none butfond regrets and tender recollec- 
tions.” But the grave often does much more 
than this, Henry Kett says: Death may 
be said with almost equal propriety to con- 
fer as well as to level all distinctions. in 
consequence of that event a kind of chemical 
overation takes place; for those characters 
which were mixed with the gross particles 
ot vice, by being thrown into the alembic of 
flattery, are sublimated into the essence of 
virtue.“ 

It is not alone in novels and dramas that 
dissolute men and women are rendered at- 
tractive and made to play hefoic parts. In 
real life as well it not infrequently happens 
that a desperate criminal or a worthless 
scamp dead is invested With the qualities of 
a hero, and raised to a transient fame by a 
circle of romantic admirers and impractical 
sentimentalists, 

A better practice would be to speak the 
truth of the dead, for the dead cannot be in- 
jured, and the living may thereby be bene- 
fited. To sweep away all distincuons in 
death between the good and the bad during 
life is to blot out one powerful incentive to 
right livingz—namely: the desire for an honor- 
able posthumous fame. It is a double injus- 
tice to the noble dead to speak well of the 
ignobie dead; for it not only places the last 
on a plane with the first, but rots the lan- 
guage of just eulogy of much of its signifi- 
cance. 

By eulogy of the acts of a virtuous life we 
seek to stimulate mankind to noble deeds. 
Shall not ¢coffined vice as well iueulcate its 
moral lesson? When death claims the vic- 
tim of weakness, folly, and moral recreancy, 
and in the very act exposés to view the story 
of a hideous life, shall not the preacher and 
the teacher hold the mirror up to the dark 
shades of the picture and draw its lesson in 
vivid colors for the warning and benefit of 
the living ? 

The Sturla-Stiles tragedy is a startling. 
revelation of a wasted life, of gross immoral- 
ity, of brutality, and of meanness almost in- 
conceivable. That Stiles was wasting his | 
life; that he was living almast openly with a 
prostitute; that he begged, borrowed, and 
extorted money from her and lost it at the 
gaining-table; and that he was in the habit of 
choking and pounding his benefactress, 
seems to have been known for years by 
many respectable associates, socially and in 
business; and yet he was a member in good 
standing of a club of gentlemen, and held a 
high-salaried position in a reputable mer- 
cantile association. 

This character of Stiles does not rest 
wholiy upon the statement of his murderess. 
That he was a pensioner. on her bounty is 
amply proved by his own. letters, published 
yesterday; and it may be presumed that the 
man who, with a large salary, would stoop 
to the meanness of exterting money from his 
mistress by every form of beggary and every 
trick of extortion known to the combined 
arts of beggary and extortion would not hesi- 
tate to beat and choke ne. victim 
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and

of a character more utterly debased ; 


and the depravity of the man takes on a. 


darker hue when it isconsidered that he was 
gently reared, liberally educated, and ten- 
derly loved by a devoted mother. He spoke 
several languages fluently; he was brilliant 
in conversation; he was genial; he was “a 
good fellow ’—these are the excuses offered 
in behalt of the standing he was accorded 
socially amd in the business world. But 
these are not sufficient to condone his of- 
tenses. They were so gross that, being con- 
tinued, they should have been by gentlemen 
treated as unpardonable. 

Of the woman, the murderess, little need be 
said. She belongs to a class described by 
Solomon in language unequaled in modern 
literature} :

Stiles’ fate illustrates anew, 
thousandth time, the awful truthfulness of 
this picture drawn by the wise man of old. 
“The wages of sin is death.” Stiles has 
paid the penalty. Now let the woman suffer 
also. If sympathy for her comes from the 
circle of those who countenanced his life of 
infamy, let it be regarded as morbid, un- 
healthy, and immoral, Society has some 
rights which those who defy its most salu- 
tary moral laws are bound to respect, It has 
a right to be protected against the frequent 
recurrences of bloody scenes of murder 
growing out of lives of shame; and to that 
endit should see to it that the law is enforced 
with justice. 


PRACTICAL TEMPERANCE REFORM. 

Senator Logan’s admirablescheme to make 
the whisky tax available for the enlargement 
and improvement of the common-school sys- 
tem was antagonized at the Sunday evening 
temperance meeting at Lake Bluff by several 
clergymen and other workers in the cause. 
Dr. Rhea, of Iowa, furnished the keynote to 
the religious opposition which this project 
has encountered. He could not understand 
“how any one can be a Christian and coun- 
tenance the liquor-traffic.” He argued that 
the State, by license, encouraged the whisky 
business,”’ and expressed the conviction that 
“it would be better to remove all restraints 
and let the dvil kill itself’ which he seemed 
to think would not take very long. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the clergy 
and earnest workers in a good cause like that 
of temperance seem to be constitutionally 
unable to take a practical view of things. 
Dr. Rhea, for instance, does not hesitate to 
obtrude a theory which is In flat contradic- 


tion with experience. Free whisky is an 


evil which does not contain within itself the 
element ofreform. The cheaper it is made 
the more is it consumed, and the more it is 
consumed the worse are the consequences, 
Why do Dr. Rhea and his coworkers ignore 
the experience of Ohio? A great many 
years ago the people of that State incorpo- 
rated in their Constitution a provision that 
the sale of liguors should not be licensed. 
Either they thought that whisky could not 
be sold without a license or they believed, as 
Dr. Rhea seems to believe, that, if not 
countenanced by Government, the traffic 
would die outand the appetite for stimu- 
lants would subside. Some thirty years 
of trial under such a law served 
to demonstrate that the theory was 
fallacious. Temperance movements of all 
kinds were inaugurated from time to time 
in order to supplement the no-license sys- 
tem, but they were all in vain; the number 
of saloons continued to increase, as well as 
the number of drinkers and the amount of 
liquor consumed, Finally, when the people 
were ready ta acknowledge the error which 
had been made and elected a Legislature to 
pass a repressive measure in the shape of 
heavy taxation and special police regulations, 
it was found that the ill-considered constitu- 
tional provision blocked the way, and the 
Ohio people must now wait till an amend- 
ment to the organic law of the State can be 
submitted and adopted. 

The question occurs whether any man who 
assumes to bea teacher in religion, morals, 
and temperance bas the right to ignore or 
suppress facts in order to gain favor for some 
hypothesis of his own. The experience of 
numerous communities aud many genera- 
tions teaches that the evil of intemperance 
will not kill itself if ail restraint be removed. 
Dr. Rhea assumes a serious responsibility 
when he advances so illogical a position at 
this late day. Nor can he justify his expres- 
sion of amazement that any man can bea 
Christian and consent to countenance the 
whisky traflig There are just as good 
Christians as Dr. Rhea, with greater discern- 
ment and more practical ideas of reform, 
who.do not close their eyes to the actual 
events of life. They know that taxation and 
an adequate license system, accompanied 
by proper police inspection, reduce 
the number of dramshops, protect minors 
from the moral and physical corruption of 
early drinking, and help in a variety of ways 
to restrain the vice of intemperance. The 
same practical reformers recognize the 
spread of education the most effective of 
all agencies in the work of sobriety and good 
citizenship. What theory of charity war- 
rants the insinuation that such persons are 
not Christians, or what principle of logic 
teaches that free whisky is asurer cure for 
intemperance than universal education? Dr. 
Rhea and those who think with him are be- 
hind the times; they have gained no wisdom 
from experience, and ignorantly and per- 
versely they are constantly impeding the 
progress of practical temperanée reform. 


LIFE IN POLITICS. 

From the earliest days of the Union the 
State of North Carolina has been reputed to 
be the most conservative, the slowest, dull- 
est, and most lifeless part of this country. 
Progress has never had an advocate there, 
and it has always been a mystery* how that 
State was ever induced to become a partici- 
pant in secession and rebellion. North Car- 
Olina always owed a very respectable-sized 
debt, being too slow ever to make an effort 
to pay any part of it, and too inactive to ob- 
ject to paying the interest. The War inter- 
rupted the collection of taxes, and once the 
payment of interest was stopped the State 
had not ehergy enough to renew. After the 
War the colored people for a while took 
charge of affairs, and began a new existence 
by borrowing some money and “issuing some 
new bonds; but even this betrayed too much 
life, and that was abandoned. All the other 
Confederate States then discovered that the 
shortest way to get out of debt was to repu- 
diate the State debt by scaling, or by direct 
and out-and-out repudiation; but todo this re- 
quired a little energy and some activity. The 
State of North Carolina was not, however, 
equal to such an effort; particularly as it was 
objected that the same result could be reached 
by a much easier process, and that was by 
silently dropping tne whole question of the 
debt, interest, and taxation. Why beat the air 
concerning a debt which it required an effort 
even to repudiate, when no one was in the 
least dispoged to pay it? Let the whole 
thing rest in peace. That was in accordance 
with the policy of North Carolina, and so 
North Carolina, true to her ancient faith, 
let the whole subject pass into oblivion.

In Mr. Jay A. Hubbell’s latest letter to Mr. 
George William Curtis the former laid great 
stress upon the “voluntary” character of 
the contributions made by officeholders to the 
Congressional Committee in response to the 
official circular assessing 2 per cent on'sal- 
aries, and upbraided the latter for intimating 
that there could by any possibility be any- 
thing like compulsion in this business. The 
records of the Cengressional Committee, its 
correspondence and accounts, have not been 
made public, andit is not possible to say 
how accurate Mr. Hubbell is in his state- 


ments. In such cases analogy often fur- 


nishes a good deal of information which is 
apt to be accepted as trustworthy in the ab- 


sence of documents and evidence bearing. 


upon the matter in dispute. The New York 
Herald has recently provided material upon 
the basis whereof some notion may be 
formed of the methods and processes of the 
Congressional Committee. 

In addition to the Congressional assess- 
ments during the campaign of 1880 (amount- 
ing to 3 per cent on official salaries) the State 
Campaign Committee levied contributions. 
The first circular of the latter committee, 
dated Aug. 27, asked a further contribution 
of 8 per cent on annual salaries of Govern- 
ment employés, The second cirgular, dated 
Sept. 13, was directed to those. who had 
failed to respond to the invitations and urged 
immediate attention to the matter.

This succession of appeals, threats, and 
complaints to the head officers leaves no 
doubt as to the character of the assessment 
made under the auspices of the State Cam- 
paign Committee. No contribution to the 
campaign fund which was made only after 
all these circulars were received can be rea- 
sonably said to have been voluntary. Wheth- 
er or not Mr. Hubbell’s committee pursued a 
similar course cannot be stated except by 
Mr. Hubbell and his associates; but if sim- 
ilar methods were adopted for the Congres- 
sional assessment it would be folly to con- 
tend that the contributions were made volun- 
tarily. 

There is another reflection pertinent to this 
inguiry. It appears that the Congressional 
Committee and the State Committee collect- 
ed, or attempted to collect, 6 per cent upon 
Official salaries for campaign expenses. This 
was in addition to assessments made for 
local ward expenditures and such vol 
untary contributions as were forthcom- 
ing in special cases where the givers 
had some personal interest.

A SILK company has been incorporated at 
Aberdeen, Miss. Its general manager—who, as 
the agent of the Agricultural Society of France, 
has visited China, Japan, and ali countries where 
silk is cultivated in order to learn the best va- 
rieties of mulberry and the best stocks of silk- 
worms, and who has devoted the last ten years 
to the establishment of Ak culture in this 
country—says: “From my long experience of 
silk-culture I believe the Southern States possess 
a better climate for the successful, profitable 
cultivation of silk than any country in which 
the cultivation of silk is carried on today. The 
climate is most like that of Japan, but is even 
better. It is infinitly superior to that of France, 
because of the wonderful evenness of temper- 
ature. There are no sudden cold 
snaps, such as they have in France. 
Siik-cultura can be carried on, lam satisfied, 
as cheaply in this country as in France. The 
land here is cheaper, provisions are cheaper, the 
working se is longer, and negro labor in the 
South is not dearer than labor in France. When 
the industry shail have spread. too, throughout 
the South, as we expect it to do, it will furnish 
employment to thousands of women of all 
classes, and to old people and children. Itisa 
moderate estimate that four or five years after 
the planting of a mulberry- plantation, with 
ordinary, care and labor, a net profit of $250 
to $300 can be made per acre in silk-culture.” 
The general Southern agent of the company 
says: “ The plan of the company is, in addition 
to the culture of silk, @ raise mulberry- trees. 
eggs, and silk-worms, and to sell and purchase 
the cocoons. The company has at present the 
only cocoonery in the United States; but I am 
about to visit all the leading Southern cities to 
establish cocooneries.”’

TURKEY has shown her good will toward 
the Russian Jewish refugees. by making a free 
grant of vast tracts of land to them under ex- 
isting regulations concerning intending colonists.

Something About Rehberg, Who Shot 
Himeecif—His Wite Turns Up-—-Ken- 
nett C. Bethune Makes Auother A.

She 
heard nothing of dim after de left 
home until last night, when the news of 
his attempted suicide reached her. He left no 
money at the house when be went away, and 
she didn't know what had become of him. Ren- 
berg stated to a hospital attendant that he had 


bad a good deal of family trouble, and that 


being discouraged and baving been drink- 
ing considerabiy, he grew despondent and de- 
termined to do away with himself. After reach- 
ing the borpital he bad quite a serious hemor- 
rhage from the wound in bis bead, losing near- 
ly a pint of blood. He was quite low at the time 
of the reporter's visit, though he was sieeping. 
They give no encouragement us to the outcome 
of the case. 

Kennett C. Bethune, the young Canadian who 
a tew days ago siashed his throat with a ruzor at 
his boarding place, No. 229 Cntario street, is 
either a very determined fellow or a lunatic. 
He had been doing very nicely until last evening, 
when his attendants discovered him in the act of 
tearing the bandages from his throat.

THE HENNEPIN CANAL.

RIOTS IN JERSEY CITY. 
THE POLICE KEPT BUSY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Lon July 11.—This was the busiest day 
the police of Jersey City have yet had in con- 
nection with the strike. There were frequen} 
scenes of violence about the city, though it is 
ouly fair to the strikers to say that only in one 
cuse were they connected with the affrays, and 
in that case it is believed that they were first. 
assauited by the Italians, for whose protection 
the police were called out. The tirst manifesta- 
tion was in the early morning. when the 
coal-heavers of the Lehigh Valley again 
claimed police protection, which, when 
offered, proved to be unnecessary, as 
the men informed the officers that they did dot 
expect to be attacked until they were going 
home from workin the evening. They were as- 
sured that they would be met at the yard gates 
at 6 p. m. by an escort and conducted safely 
through any danger that might then threaten 
them. 

ASSAULT ON A JEW PEDDLER. 

At 8:40 a. m., Levi Cossowiteh, a Kussian Jew 
peddier, was assaulted by some unknown per- 
suns at Henderson and Eleventh streets. He 
was beaten and kicked g~nto unconsciousness, 
and was found insens de upon the side- 
walk. About the same time Cwsar Bartizo 
was found in Henderson street, near Ninth, 
he having also been assaulted by a gang of row- 
dies believed to be the same who attacked Coss- 
owiteh. As both men bad been robbed, it is 
believed that they were victims of some one of 
the numerous gangs of ruffians who infest the 
„Horseshoe at all times, and who have no 
connection with the strikers. Bartizo and Cosso- 
witch were sent to the City Hospital, where their 
injuries were pronounced serious, Cossowitch 
will probably lose the sight of bis left eye.

KNOCKED DOWN AND ROBBED, 


‘but not severely hurt. But the most serious 


difficulty of the day occurred at the Erie depot 
shortly after 3 o'clock in «he afternoon. The 
strikers :o the number of about 300 marched 
down the docks to the pay-office, there to be 
paid for their services up to the time that the 
strike commenced. They were only accgmpa- 
nied by a smali force of police because the men 
bad always behaved in an orderly manner. and 
it was not thought wise to show any distrust of 
them. even oy 0 few who feared 
there might bea difficulty. Had the strikers 
been permitted to go quietiy to the pay-office to 
receive their money there would have been no 
trouble; but, unfortunately, the Italians who 
were bandling the freight on the docks allowed 
themselves to get frightened, and 


LOST THEIR WITS, 


Without any provocation, as the etrikers say— 
and their story is believed—the Italians drew 
pistols and commenced to fire. The strikers at 
once retaliated,and in a few moments the ltal- 
laus were scattered in all directions as 
chaf before a gale. Some of them 
fied as. far as Hoboken, where’ 
they made their way to the police station, some 
of them falling upon the floor in an exhausted 
condition trom the heat, their loug run, and 
their unmistakable fear. They were revived 
and escorted to the ferry and sént to New York. 
At the docks the tight raged desperately for a 
while, and several of the itslians were badly 
hurt. One of them was drowned. His body was 
not recovered, It was impossibie to ascertain 
his name, as the Italians are only known by 
numbers. 


THE POLICE RESERVES, 


under command of Chief Murphy. were early 
on the scene, and in the conflict that ensued be- 
tween the strikers and the officers six of the 
former and four of the latter were injured. 
Order was soon restored by the dispersion of the 
main body of the strikers and the capture of a 
few of the most prominent, but by that time 
not an Itallan was to be seen anywhere about 
the docks. After order had been restore] at 
the depot Chief Murphy set about investigating 
tne difficulty, with a view to ascertaining who 
was responsible for its origin. A very 
brief inquiry satisfied him that there 
was no trouble until the lLalians opened 
ure on the strikers as they were marching in a 
2 and orderly manner to receive their pay. 
s then sent to the strikers’ meeting, then in 
progress, and asked them to send a committee 
who could identify any of the Italians 4 — 
in the assauit. Twelve men were selected from 
the party that was attacked and sent down to 
the docks with the police. Thére a number of

they were taken into custody. At police head- 
quarters they were searched, and ali found to be 
armed with pistols and knives, and a more vil- 
lainous lot of Weapons could not be found even 
in an Italian village given wholly over to brig- 
andage. There were knives of Ordinary size 
and shape, razor bDiades fitted into fixed wooden 
handies, stillettos witb sheaths and without, and 
one peculiarly savage-looking stilietto fitted in- 
to an impromptu sbeath made from a piece of 
Altogether there were enough of 
exhibition at police 
neudquarters last night to tll a peck 
measure. Not all of these were 
found on the prisoners. Some of them were 
picked up at the scene of the disturbance, and 
others were found where the Italians had hid- 
den them.

THE HEAT. 
THE SUFFERINGS OF MAN AND BEAST.

New York, July 11.—Notwithstanding the 
fact that the highest point reached by the mer- 
cury today was 94, as against 96 on Monday, the 
heat of the atmosphere was steadier and more 
intense, and .the discomforts proportionately 
greater, than on the preceding day, and througu- 
out the day the beat averaged one degree more.

DE LUNA BYRON. 
DEATH IN LONDON OF THIS NOTED AD- 
VENTURER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York. July 1L—By advertisements in the 
newspapers today New- Yorkers were informed 
of the death in London, Eugland, of a personage 
styled George Gordon De Luna Byron, who was 
quite well known,and who in his day filied 
many parts which called him to public attention. 
He was an adventurer of a peculiar type, and 
his connection with the noted Byron forgeries 
over thirty years ago gained for him a notoriety 
hére and abroad which his subsequent career 
did much to perpetuate. He was known under 
the name of De Luna and Byron, and to the lat- 
ter be at various times prefixed divers military 
titles. Different stories were told by him from 
time to time concerning his history. As regards 
bis origin, he adhered to ove story—namely: 
that he was 4 

THE SON OF THE POET BYRON 

by the Countess de Luna, a Spanish Jewess—a 
story which was thoroughly exploded by some 
investigations which the man’s preten- 
sions caused to be instituted. The ac- 
count, however, was one which at- 
tracted much attention. According to the 
narrative, he was born at Cadiz, Spain, 
in 1810. the fruit of asecret marriage between 
Byron and the Countess. He was sent, in care 
of a nurse, to Switzerland, where he was edu- 
cated at the expense of his mother. 
Byron, while dying at Missolonghi, was 
informed of the boy's relationship and recog- 
nized it, telling his valet to take. the tidings to 
his sister, Mrs. Leigh. This precious story was 
followed up by an account of 

A SERIES OF ALLEGED ADVENTURES 
in which young Byroo—to call him by that name 
—took part as the commander of a regiment of 
Sepoys in India. Finally, about 1844 or 1845, he 
was alleged to have sougbt out Mrs. Leigh and 
to bave disciosed to der his identity. 
It was about this period, as a matter of fact, 
that be ceased being known as De Luna and be- 
gan to call himself George Gordon De Luna 
Byron. He had made bimseif thoroughly famil- 
iar with the history of the poet whose name he 
assumed, and became conversant, with m any 
facts concerning Byron's personal conduct and 
relations. In features, too, he resembled the 
poet somewhat, and this helped the adventurer 
amazingly. 

FAILING TO ESTABLISH HIS IDENTITY 
in London, Byron came to New York and sought 
to carry out his scheme bere. The Ameriouns 
did not, however. prove as gullible as the author 
wished, and the project fell through. He posed 
at various times as a  hlitterateur, a 
journalist, a diplomatist, a Government agent, 
an oftticer of the British army in the East Indies, 
a British naval officer, an officer of the United 
States army, a mining prospector, a broker, 
a merchant, a spy. an agent for cotton 
claims, a commission agent, an Oriental trayel- 
er, a representative of European mercantile in- 
terests, a bookseller, a patent-rights agent, a 
gentieman of means, and an aristocratic exile, 
expatriated and pensioned on condition that he 
should never reveal his genealory.

THE POTATO-SCARCITY. 


Are the Hich Prices for the Vegetable 
Caused by Late Crops or by Specula- 


tion? 

New York World, July 9. 

Notwithstanding the tact that there is a prom- 
ise of an excellent potato-crop this year all over 
the country the prices of potatoes are bigher 
now than they have been for years. During the 
past week there was an advance of nearly 100 
per cent over the prices asked tne week before, 
and potatoes that brought $4 a barrel at whole- 
sale now sell for $7, and even muvre. fact 
that lurge quantities of potatoes are pow brought 
to New York from Long Island does not seem in 
any way to affect the price. The inconsistency 
between tbe receipts of potatoes from all points 
and the prices they bring has given rise to 
the suspicion that there is a strong speculative 
interest in potatoes that has succeedea in cre- 
ating a corner. This suspicion has not been 
diminished by a rumor to the effect that thou- 
sands of dollars! worth of tatoes have been 
throwh into the North and East Rivers by inter- 
ested persons. Mr. John Sutherland, among 
others, is strongly inclined to give credence to 
this rumor, and even goes so far as to say he 
knows it to be true, and Mr. Sutherland is not 
apt to speak without book. Dock-Commissioner 
Vanderpoel, when asked about the dumping of 
potatoes in the river and bay. Said that such a 
thing could scarcely be done without the Dock 
Department's knowledge of the fact: and the 
Commissioners hud not been notified that pota- 
toes had been thrown into the waters of the 
harbor. He believed, therefore, the rumor was 
without foundation. But he could give no other 
reason for bis belief. 

Many produce-dealers were visited by the re- 
porter. Noneof them were inclined to admit 
that there was any truth in the report that po- 
tatoes had been wiifuliy destroyed for the sake 
of creating a corner inthe market. They said 
that it would be next to impossible to b the 
market up much higher than it now is. st 
season's drouth was especially severe upon 
tood staples. Fortunately, however, Europe 
had raised a surplus of the vegetables the sup- 
ply of which failed in the United States, and 
large shipments were at once made and con- 
tinued during thé fall and winter. Nearly all 
kinds of vegetables, including cabbages, tur- 
nips, beets, and cauliflowers, came over, but 
the most useful and important were beans and 
potatoes.

Arrivais of potatoes still continue from Eu- 
rope, but in a greatly diminished quantity, only 
about 6.100 sacks having been received during 
the past month. In addition to this, the old crop 
of American potatoes, which was originally 
short, is now used up, and there is not enough 
of the new crop to supply the deficiency. These 
seem to be the conditions that account for the 
present high price of potatoes, and the difficulty 
will be removed as soon as large supplies of new 
potatoes begin to accumulate. Until then it is 
safe to predict very bigh prices. 

Mr. William Gamble. a prominent produce 
dealer. said: There bas been no for corner 
in potatoes, so far as iknow. The lack of sup- 
ply could nat be helped. There were no pota- 
toes to supply the demand, and of Course the 
prices went up. So soon as the new supply be- 
gins to come in you will see a tumble in prices. 
The cropisa large one, but it is late. 1 don't 
believe in specuiators throwing potatoes over- 
board to bull the market. Some time ago two 
cargoes of spoiled potatoes were brought bere, 
and the Board of Health refused to low them 
to be landed. They were then dumped in the 
lower bay. That may have given rise to this 
rumor. ow else it originated 1 cannot say. 
You can take my word for it, there has been no 
corher except such as bas been made by the 
lateness of the new and the exhaustion of the

HARDER THAN RUSSIA. 


The Misfortunes of Some of the Jewish 
Immigrants in This Country. 
New York Sun. 

Yesterday a Russian reporter for the Sun 
found at the Battery Park agroup ot Jewish 
immigrants in avery excited condition. They 
surrounded a young man of their own race, who 
was bitterly weeping. He tried bis best to an- 
swer halfa dozen questions puttohim simul- 
taneously by his countrymen. His bruised face 
and torn clothes showed piainly that he had been 
harshiy dealt with by somebody. 

“That is the third time I’ ve been beaten here,” 
cried the young man; even in Russial was 
never beaten so badly as that. And they say 
7 will kill me if | come aguin in their way.” 

hen the Joung man calmed himself, the re- 
porter asked him to teil his troubles, 

“Three months ago,“ he replied, I came 
here from Russia. I had no money. I tried to 
find work. Not far from here | was engaged to 
help unload a ship. But some men seized me 
and almost killed me. A man stabbed me in the 
neck, and | was carried to a hospital. Here is 
the mark where | was stabbed.” 

The young man did not. know in what hospital 
he was treated, nor could he tell whether his as- 
sdflants were arrested. 

“ Then I was engaged by a farmer to work in 
the country.“ he continued. * He told me he 
would pay me $8 a month. 1 worked two 
montbs and asked for my wages, but t only 
blows. Lou are not worth your board,’ he told 
me, I came back bere, and now they have 
beaten me because { was ready to work for any- 
thing. I would gladly return to Russia, but I 
bave no money to buy a ticket, and the 
Russian Consul says be has not money enough 
to send home all the Jewish emigrants, 
though be has sent some. He gave me und 
said I was a fool to leave Russia. I believe de 
is right. Now what shall Ido? Tue Jewish So- 
ciety is powerless to help us. It gix@s out tick- 
ets worth five cents, but you have to fight for 
one of them with your: countrymen; and then

bread and a bowl of some fluid they call soup. 
Better return to Russia.“ concluded the young 
man. 

His audience of haggard countrymen an- 
swered with groans. 

“Are there many Jews here ready to return 
to Russia?’ asked the reporter. 

“Oh, yes, hundreds of us would return if we 
could get money for the passage, answered an 
elderly man. “Those who have money or 
friends, or are young ana strong, can get alon 
here well. But what can the old, weak, an 
penniless men do here? In Russia I koew 
everyboay for fifty miies around where I lived. 
I koew well chat I could buy fromor sell to 
everybody, and so I was prusperous Here I 
don't: know people or country. Twice I started 
in business here, and twice failed. Now I have 
nothing, and must return to Kussia to save my- 
self and family from starvation.

First, China's grievapce is 
deep against him; next, it is curreutly reported 
in the open ports of China that a telegram was 
sent from Washington to Shufeldt instructing 
him to do nothing in the Corean business until 
after the arrival of the new American Minister 
in China.

Business, 
The Chicago east-bound pool on dead freight 
was first formed in July, 188. Although’ the 
agreement provided certain percentages for the 
various roads, and a strict account of the busi- 
ness carried by them ever since has been kept, 
yet no attempt bas ever been made to equalize 
the business. It was a pool simply in name, and 
beyond keeping a record of the shipments made 
by the various roads nothing has been done to 
carry out the provisions of the agreement. 
Each road in the pool secured all the business it 
could et without regard to the allotted per- 
centages. The consequence Was that some of 
the roads have ron largely ahead, while 
others have run correspondingly behind. 
Since the formation of the pool the 
Fort Wayne, for instance, has carried over 
175.000 tons more than its allotted percentages, 
and Grand Trunk has carried about 100,000 
tons less. It was found that to attempt to 
equalize the percentages from the time the pool 
was organized two years ago would create such 
troubies and dissensions as to endanger the 
further existence of ao east-bound pool. It was 
therefore decided to vali everything square u 
to March 13, 1882, when the new east-bound poo

THE PRISON REBELLION. 


The Convicts at the Concord Penitenti- 
ary Got Tired of a Bread-and-Water 
Diet, and Conciuded to Submit to the 
Ruies and Regulations. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Bostor, July 11.—Acvices from Concord are to 
the effect that the rebellion in the State Prison 
is ended. This morning Warden Earle sent ail 
the convicts except about twenty, who are un- 
dergoing special punishment, to the shops, which 
have been closed for jusi one week. The men 
were willing, many of them anxious, to resume 
work, close confinement and a bread-and- water 
diet having become distasteful to them. Their 
return to the shops will be followed by the re- 


ing move to important changes in the railway

The Chesapeake & Ohio Cutting Rates 
on Grain trom Kentucky to the Sea- 
board.

CINCINNATI, O., July 11.—The local Freight- 

Agents’ Association met at the office of the Star 
Union Line today for the purpose of fixing the 
rates On grain from Kentucky. Action has been 
made necessary from the fact that the Chesa- 
peake & Onio, with a 30-cent rate from Lexing- 
ton to the seaboard, bas contracts with large 
shippers covering July and August to pay a two- 
cent rebate. This cut will of course have to be 
adjusted or met. The action of the Chesapeake 
& Onio in this matter will cost that company and 
all of its competitors many thousands 
of dollars, for the reason that the 
crop of wheat is so heavy that ali the roads will 
have all that they can do to move it, anda - 
cent rate could have easily been maintained had 
the roads stood together. The agents went over 
the whole subject, and. after cousideradle con- 
sideration, voted to refer the matter to the Pool 
Committee, with a request that they report on 
Thursday.

He found that the 
bullet had entered at the outer angie 
of the right eye, forcing that organ 
from ite socket, and crushing all the bones 
in that vicinity. Several pieces of bone and the 
eye were removed, and the patient made as 
comfortable as possible, the proprietor of the 
house, unlike other hotel managers, doing 
everything de could for his unfortunate guest. 
At 10 o’clock last night, there was a reaction, 
and, considering that he could now be removed 
with safety. the Doctor had him taken to the 
County Hospital. It isconsidernd that he can- 
not recover.

No New Dal in the 
Palmer House Tragedy. : 


Ooroner Matson Holds an Inquest on the 
Remains of the Viet. 3 


The Murderess, 8 arte Held 


Without Bail.

There probably never occurredin Chicago a 
case of homicide which for twenty-four hours 
attracted public attention to the same degree as 
did the killing of Charleg Stiles by his mistress, 
Teresa Sturla. Abd on the other hand there 
most certainly never was a murder case the in- 
terest in which so rapidly died out. So thoroughly 
was the case covered by THe TRIBUNE yester- 
das morning, including the exclusive publication 
of a few cords of correspondence which passed 
between Stiles and the woman who killed bim. 
that there remained nothing but the inquest to 
attend to yesterday. Tue post-mortem was held 
in the forenoon, and shortly before noon Coroner 
Matson arrived at Eiton's alleged morgue on 
Third avenue, where the 

All through the morning there bad been acon- 
Stant stream of visitors to the undertaking es- 
tablishinent. There was nothing to be seen, for 
the dead man was comfortably packed away in 
a rear room, and the loafers had nothing to do 
but stand around and retail stories of more or 
less. doubtful character. Most of these yarns 
had for their dramatis persons youthful repre- 
sentatives of various commercial firms and 
young women with whom the before- named 
youth had been maintaining my ofa —— 
or less improper character. ge Aer 
had the effect of giving — oe of this 4 
most decided stirring up and a bad scare. 
Either from carelesness or because of 
a modest desire to avoid notoriety, the 
young gentiemen who helped Stiles spend 
bis money, and who voted him a royal good fel- 
low while his money lasted, did not represeut to 
any great extent at tie morgue or at the in- 
quest. About Il o'clock an 


ELABORATELY ORNAMENTED CASKET 
was brought to the morgue. It was covered 
with black broadcloth with velvet trimmings, 
and enriched with six silver-plated handles and 
Ornaments in the same material. The inscrip- 
Gen, on the casket read: 


Died Juiy 10, 1882, 
CHARLES STILES, 
Aged 2 tant ay

The body was ‘placed in the casket after it haa 
been viewed by the Coroner's jury, who were 
impaneled at the morgue, and proceeded thence 
to the armory, where the inquest was held in one 
of the smaller rooms. 

Considerabie care was exercised in the selec- 
tion of * Ju 1 which was made up as 822 
Thomas ells, foreman: H. Wilson, 
James a Phillips. C. 8. Squires, Thomas F. 
Swan, and Se B. Perham. At 1:15 p. m. the 
proceedings and at this hour the room 
was well filled "The prisoner, Teresa Sturia, 
came into court with her attorney, Mr. A. 8. 
Trude. Sbe was tastefully attired in a black 
dress, the material of which was almost hidden 
by the deep flounces of black lace with which it 
, was trimmed. Teresa bad undoubtedly devoted 
considerable time to the duties of the toilet, for 
under berj}tasteful dark hat, with its drooping 
feather, her raven hair fell in graecetul bangs— 
that is, if bangs can ever be considered as grice- 
ful. Her eyes, features which re- 
deem der face and free it from the charge 
of coarseness, were dimmed with weeping, and 
throughout the examination she sat = ietly, 
speaking tonoone. The evidence Was taken by 
a shorthand reporter employed by the defense, 
and Mr. Starkey, from the State’s-Attorney’s 
office, made a report for the use of that officer. 

Dr. Joseph Krost, Assistant County Physician, 
who was the first witness, testified that he made 
a 2 — 4 examination of the body of the 
deceased, and found two gunshot Wounds. One 
was in the left arm and thé Other in the 
left breagt, both being evidentiy made by the 
same bullet. The bail went com lately through 
the arm and entered the chest ween the sixtu 
and seventh ribs, about two inches to the left of 
the nippie, passing through the loWer part of the 
left lung. the left ventricie of the eart near the 
apex, and through the diaphragm and stomach, 
and lodging between the eleventh and twelfth 
dorsal vertebre. In bis 22 death was 
caused by hemorrhage resulting from 
wounds. 

FRANK A. LIVINGSTO®, 

aclerk at the Palmer House, testified that he 
knew Charles Stiles by sieht. He never saw the 
woman but once, and that on Monday morning. 
At 6:50 a bell- boy came down and said a gentie- 
man had been shot on the sixth floor hall. He 
then went to the hall and found MrsStiles lying 
on the floor in the centre of the hall, about ten 
feet from his room door, 661; the woman was 
kneeling by bie side. Witness saw Stiles gasp 
two or toree times, and then ran off tao summon 
the patrol wagon. A numberof boarders were 
iu the ball at the time. Did not see any revol- 
ver; some one said the man was dead, and the 
woman said, Les, I shot bim:“ did not bear 
anything else said. The woman kept near the 
corpse all the time, 
she went away with the officers. 

In repiy toa question by Mr. Trude, the wit- 
ness suid that the woman bent over the dead 
mano and kissed him ashe lay upon the floor, 
and that her face was calm and expressionless. 

Frank A. Probst, another Palmer Mouse clerk, 
came next, with a repetition of Livingston's 
story? He said that he picked up the revolver 
with which the shooting was done and banded it 
to the police officer (Bohan). While oing down 
in the elevator the woman said, e had no 
business to try to put me out of the om. 

By Mr. Trude—I saw nothmg on the floor of 
the room except a lady's glove. 


BENJAMIN P. QUELCH, HEAD BELL-BOY 
at the Paimer House, next — os He was 
called from tho office by a clerk, and found 
Stiles lying on the floor as ‘described, He asked: 
“Is be dead?” And the woman said: es; 
killed him.“ 

The previous witness was recalied, and stated 
that since the killing a scrub-giri tad been in 
the room. Besides this, Gean Stiles and an 
elderly man were in the room to get a clean 
shirt. The deceased, his brother, and a Mr. 
Stanley occupied the two rooms, Nos. 660 and 
661. For all that witness kues there might have 
been any number of people in the room since 
the killing 

Officer William Bohan told how he responded 
to a cali from the Palmer House for the police 
patrol-wagoo. He saw Stiles lying on the floor 
and the woman standing against the wall in the 
hallway. The woman appeared to be cool. 

Witness produced the revolver with which the 
killing was done: It was an ordinary-looking, 
tive-chambered, self-cocking revoiver, Forban 
& Wadsworth's make, 38-caiibre, and contained 
when found two cartridges and two empty sbells, 
one chamber being empty. The production of 
this revolver rather takes the starch out ot the 
ghost-story as tu the purchase of a Remington 
re volver by a mysterious woman, sup to 
be Teresa Sturla, which was published in default 
of news by & morning paper yesterday. 

Resuming nis testimony, the witness said the 
woman told him that Stiles caught her by the 
throat and choked ber, and that she came to the 
room to did dim — -by. Then shetoid the 
story of their trip to Downing’s, at Sunnyside, 
and how she had to walk home. She did nut 
know what time she left Sunnyside, nor what 
car she took when she reached the city, but she 
thougnt it was 12 or 1 o'clock when she got there. 
She did not say what 

INDUCED HER TO SHOOT STILES 
except that they had quarreled about some of 
her money that he had spent. She went to the 
room to kiss him gouod-by, and she did not know 
how the pistol went off, 

In reply to Mr. Trude the witness said that the 
woman who went to the morgue and to Harrisua- 
Street Station with the wagun said at the morgue 
that Stiles would not let ber alone either with 
him or awayfrom him. Further, that whenever 
he could use ber he would, and when she left 
bim and bad made some money he would come 
after her and get it away from her. 

It appeared that this was all the testimony, 
and the Coroner asked the woman if she desired 
to make any statement. In a low but firm tone 
she answered that, acting under the advice of 
ber attorney, she would say nothing. The Corv- 
ner asked ber what her right name was, but she 
declined to furnish it, and her counsel explained 
that she desired to remain silent on this point 
in order to save the feelings of her mother. The 
jury then took the case, and the room was 
cleared of outsiders. In afew minutes the 

FOLLOWING VERDICT 
was prepared: 

** We, che jury, find that the said Charles Stiles. 
now lying dead at the morgue, came to his death 
on the loth ot July, 1882, in the hall on the sixth 
floor of the Paitmer House from hemorrhage 
and shock resulting from a wound in the left 
side of the body and through the heart, made by 
u bullet fred from arevolver in the band of 
Madeline Stiles. ur known as such. We, the 
jory, therefore recommend that the said Made- 
line Btiles be held in custody to await the action 
of the grand jury of Cook County.“ 

The woman was removed in custody and the 
crowd dispersed, At 3:45 p. m. the body of Stiles 
was taken over to the Chicago & Northwestern 
depot for transportation to Dixon, where it will be 
interred today. R. D. Stiles, the uncle. Eugene 
B. Stiles, the brother of the deceased, and two 
Jaugbters of Mr. R. D. Stiles accompanied the 
body. A large box of flowers, consisting of a 
unique pillow inscribed with the word Rest“ 
was contributed by Mr. — oc on behaif 
of the Cali Board.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks opened strong and were active, with 
an advancing tendency. But the riang quota- 
tions were met with liberal offers of stock from 
those who were anxious to take advantage of 
what seemed to be the best market for months 
to sell ou. 
down | or 2 per cent, but at the close the tone 
was strong and prices were higher than at the 
close the day before. 

The close was at a decline of from % to 2% 
points. There was good selling. especially of 
Northern Pacific stocks, in which there seemed 
to be a pool which has been realizing. Good 
observers said they rather looked tor some 
further reaction. The market will be much 
more healthy with prices two or three points 
lower, but the foreign complications may give 
us a strong demand. and higher figures. For- 
eign bankers reported a revival of orders for 
American securities both in England and on the 
Coatinent. 

Advance sheets of the Financial Chronicle give 
the June earnings of fifty-three Western rail- 
ways, showing a decrease of $199,445 compared 
with last year, but a net increase reckoning 
from Jan. 1 of $16,330,000. i 

A veteran broker thought the ket a sale 
provided the foreign complications do not be- 
come so serious as to involve the Powers ina 
general war. At this moment it looks much 
like war between Turkey and Engiaua, and no 
one can tell what complications may follow. 
With war we would have higher prices for cot- 
ton, provisions, and breadstuffs, with a heavy 
demand for them. The result of this would 
probably be a big boom in our market, 

At the Windsor Hotei brokers generally agreed 
in the opinion last night that the present pre- 
Vailing sentiment.on the market was running all 
in one direction, and notwithstanding the almost 
total liquidation of the short interest arid the 
enormous sales of long stocks by the very par- 
ties who were mainly instrumental in putting up 
prices, the tendency was still undeniably up- 
ward. The buying orders from Saratoga were 
said to have bewn the heaviest this year. Vice- 
President Cabie, of the Rock Isiatid Company, 
who has just arriyed bere from the West, re- 
ports there are x prospects along that road 
and its branches for a fair corn crop, provided 
decent weather prevails from this time out. The 
yield of wheat, he says, will be simply prodig- 
ious. The Chicago & Omaha bulls are taiking 60 
for the common before Sept. 1, and Cable thinks 
it is not going down much. The Northern Pa- 
cific pool are bulling the common for 50 and the 
preferred for 9, “ they say,“ on this hitch. The 
friends of Oregon & Transcontinental predict 90 
for their stock, and say the latter bas funds on 
hand sufficient to pay a dividend on Northern 
Pacific preferred. 

Kiernau's news letter said conservative opera- 
tors considered the ease with which stock was 
absorbed good evidence of a bull market. 
Nearly all the commission houses revort buymg 
by customers who have not been in the market 
for months. There is a growing disposition to 

buy fancies. Foreign houses seem to agree in 
thinking that the bombardment of Alexandria 
would advance the price of stocks bere. They 
say that speculative sales and realizing by timia 
London investors are over and that hostilities 
are likely to bring foreign buying. Large orders 
have already been received from Fraukfort and 
from Amsterdam. London was a small seller in 
this market yesterday. It is stated “on good 
authority” that the Directors of several of the 
Graoger trunk lines are interested in St. Paul 
stock. and that on this nccount harmony in con- 
nection with the new Omaha line is assured. In- 
siders sav the St. Paul road is doing a good busi- 
ness at Council Bluffs, and is strong enough to 
remain outside the lowa pool or come in on its 
own terms. A heavy cattle business will be 
done over the Omaha extension. 

The future looks hopeful tothe Boston Heraid. 
After a long period of deprssion, it says, lagting 
a full year, the financial and business eutlook is 
again assuming a more cheerful aspect, and, 
although an immediate reaction may not result, 
the tide bas evidently turned. Ever since the 
firing of Guiteau’s tatai bullet we have been go- 
ing backward, and now that he has passed away 
it seems as if the whole country was relieved of 
a terrible incubus, which kept it ina measure 
paralyzed. Today everybody feels hopeful, and 
croakers, 60 iong in the van, have gone to the 
rear.

The Death of Capt. H. F. Towle. 

The Detroit News of Saturday says: “Capt. 
Howard F. Towle, for many years a well known 
vessel-man on the lakes, arrived with his wife 
atthe Griswold House day before yesterday, 
and died there suddenly at 12 o’clock last night.

In time 
he became master of the barge Gardner, owned 
by Robert Holland, of Marine City, and subse- 
quently commanded the steam-barge J. P. Don- 
aldson, until this season, when he was employed 
by Capt. Holland to superintend the work of 
raising the propeller Northern Queen at Man- 
istigue. Capt. Towle was about 37 years of age, 
and leaves a wife and daughter.
